son to cut out salt to lose weight |

ple need salt and that rigorous 
dieting should be done only under 
supervision of a doctor who will 
fit the diet to individual needs.

Soci- 
ety writers said she had lost 20 
pounds. One reporter, who saw) 
her at a reception, said Mrs, Tru-| 
man attributed her slimmed-down | 
waistline to “elimination of salt) 
from the diet.” | 

One leading doctor at the Na-' 
tional Institute of Health said a} 
salt-free diet is particularly bad 
for most persons in hot weather. 
Lack of salt, he said, is a frequent 
cause of heat cramps or prostra- 
tion. Salt holds water in the body 
tissues and should be replenished 
when lost through vigorous per- 
| Spiration. Consumption of salt 
tablets in the summertime is rec- | 
ommended to meet just this situa- 
tion, 

“I’ve never heard of a doctor 
recommending a restriction of salt 
in the diet at any time simply to | 
lose weight—except therapeutical- | 


ly,” he said.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Dean Acheson 
wrote off China’s Nationalist 
Government as a total failure be- 
fore the onslaught of Communism. 
He charted a new course for 
America’s anti-Communist policy 
in the Far East. 

In a _ bitingiy critical “white 
paper,” including the long-sup- 
pressed Wedemeyer report, Ache- 
son told President Truman in a 
letter that United States policy 
now must be shaped to “encourage 
all developments” in China which 
are aimed at throwing off the 
“foreign yoke” of Moscow-directed 
Communism. 

The report, made public today, 
is more than 1000 pages long. 

Acheson said the Communist 
regime serves the interests “of 
Soviet Russia.” He advised the 
President it may “lend itself to 
the aims of Soviet Russian im- 
perialism” to start an aggression 
against China’s neighbor nations. 
If that aggression comes, Acheson 
indicated the United States would 
try to block it through the United 
Nations. 


While not all China is presently 
under the Red banner, Acheson 
said in another document of the 
“white paper,” the Communists 
can take over the rest any time 
they want and Nationalist armies 
will be powerless to resist. He

For the “ominous result of the 
Chinese civil war,” Acheson placed 
full blame on Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek and other leaders of the 
crumbling Nationalist Govern- 
ment.

Their failures, he said, were due 
to loss of popular support and loss 
by the armies of the will to fight.

DROPPING ‘BLANK CHECK’ 
CLEARS AIR ON ARMS AID 


Now - Abandoned Move 
for Presidential Power 
‘Laid to Difficulty of 
Phrasing Bill to Meet | 
Emergencies.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5—Con- 
gress breathed a*sigh of relief— 
with smiles—over President Tru- 
man’s agreement yesterday to kill 
that part of the pending foreign 
military aid bill that would have 
authorized him to give money and 
materiel to “any” nation. 

The history of this controversial 
proposal revealed the difficulty of 
using general language in trying 
to cover specific cases and at the 
same time not include situations 
not contemplated by the White 
House and the state and national 
defense departments. The bill the, 
State Department sent to Congress 
was so broad that Senator Van- 
denberg (Rep.), Michigan, assert- 
ed that it was the greatest grant 
of power ever sought by a Presi- 
dent in peacetime. 

Vandenberg is for a foreign mil- 
itary aid program and has said it 
would be a calamity if one is not 
voted by this session of Congress. 
He served notice, however, that he 
was unalterably opposed to Sec- 
tion 13, which he and other Re- 
publicans—and many Democrats— 
interpret as meaning that the Pres- 
ident could give military aid to 
any group or representatives of 
the peoples by the formality of 
designating them as a “nation.” 

Power of Intervention. 

Under the bill’s Section 3, which 
Truman now has dropped, “the 
President is authorized, upon 
the request of any nation, to fur- 
nish assistance to such nation 
through grants, or payment in 
cash, or through any other means 
and upon such other terms as he 
deems appropriate, whenever he 
deems that the furnishing of such 
assistance will further the policies 
and the purposes of this act... .” 

Section 13 of the bill stipulates 
that “the term ‘nation’ shall mean 
any foreign government or coun- 


try or group thereof; or any rep- 
resentatives_or group of the people 
however constituted, designated 
as a ‘nation’ by the President for 
the purpose of this act.” 

The broad language of the sec- 
tions played directly into the 
hands of the die-hard opponents 
of foreign military aid, such as 
Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, who 
told the Post-Dispatch the two sec- 
tions would have permitted the 
President to “intervene in any 
civil war any place in the world, 
including South America.” He 
added that the Administration 
“could not have written broader 
powers for a President.” 


Delicate Situation in Europe. 

Secretary of State Acheson and 
Army Chief of Staff Bradley did 
not elaborate on this section when 
they were explaining the general ' 
purpose of the bill. One reason 
was the delicate diplomatic situ- 
ation in Europe. 

Since no Administration officials 
will publicly discuss the detailed 
reasons, it can be logically sur- 
mised that the Administration was 
primarily concerned about two 
countries not in the Atlantic pact 
—Austria and Sweden. Russian 
invasion or a Communist coup in 
either country would be matter of 
grave importance to western Eu- 
rope and the United States.

ADMINISTRATION REVISES 
ARMS AID BILL, SPECIFIES 
NATIONS TO GET WEAPONS 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 5 (AP). 
HE Administration sent. to 


7 Congress today a new arms- 
aid bill shorn of provisions 
giving President Truman pow- 
er to decide when and where 
aid should be given. 


The new measure named 
specifically the countries to be 
aided under the $1,450,000,000 
program. It made no change, 
however, in the proposed out- 
lay which has been criticized 
by both Republicans and 
Democrats. 

The rewritten measure was 
drafted by Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson and has the 
approval of Secretary of De- 
fense Louis Johnson.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 5 — 
An increase in bus and streetcar 
fare from 10 cents to 12 cents, or 
three tokens for 35 cents, was 
granted the St. Louis Public Serv- 
ice Co. by the Missouri Public 
Service Commission today. 

The commission rejected com- 
pletely the company’s application 
for a zone fare system with a 
5-cent extra charge for rides into 
the suburbs. It also denied the 
company’s request for a 20-cent 
round-trip ticket for adults . in 
non-rush periods on weekdays. 


Extension of the 15-cent express 
bus service, as asked for by the 
company, was approved by the 
commission. 


No Other Fare Changes. 

Except for the change in the 
adult cash fare, no alteration was 
made in the company’s existing 
fare structure. The new 12-cent 
or 3-for-35 cash fare was ordered 
to become effective Aug. 15. 

The decision was by a 3-to-2 
vote of the commission, The dis-

Meanwhile, Brannan belittled 
Republican charges that his pur- 
chase policies have “subsidized 
Russian and Polish grain farmers 
at the expense of American farm- 
ers. 
The charges were made by Sen- 
ate Republican Leader Kenneth s. 
Wherry of Nebraska, and nine 
other Republican Senators in a 
letter to Brannan. 

Brannan told a reporter they 
were criticizing him for failing to 
buy Canadian rye for the Army, 
either from Canada or from 
American grain dealers. He said 
he didn’t see how purchases of 
Canadian rye by this Government 
would help American farmers, 
even where the rye is held by 
American dealers. 

Senator McCarthy (Rep.), Wis- 
consin, told the Senate yesterday 
that Brannan’s refusal to pay 
higher prices for rye in this coun- 
try means “American farmers are 
being denied a market for seven, 
eight or nine million bushels of 
rye.”

Mayor Says Rehiring Fire 
Chief ‘Would Not Be 
Sensible; He Made De- 
cision, Now Let Him 


Stick to It.’ 


"It would not be sensible” to 
consider any request for the re- 
hiring of Fire Chief Frank Egen- 
riether, Mayor Joseph M. Darst 
paid yesterday he would advise 
Director of Public Safety Myles 
P. Dyer. Dyer, an appointee of 
the Mayor, is the direct superior 
of the Fire Chief. 

Egenriether, veteran of 34 years 
ef service on the Fire Department 
and one of the men credited with 
the reorganization of the fire 
fighting force, resigned Wednes- 


day, saying he was quitting rather 
than submit to administration de- 


mands that he reduce the force, 


by 124 men. 

He said the administration lead- 
ers, Mayor Darst and Comptroller 
Milton Carpenter, were attempt- 
ing to get him “to be the goat” 
for the proposed lay-off, designed 
to. prevent a $250,000 deficit in the 
department’s appropriation. Egen- 
riether protested last April, when 


the appropriation was made, that | 


it was inadequate to keep the 
force at full strength. 

After his resignation, both the 
Mayor and Carpenter said that 
they would have been willing to 
agree to a supplemental appro- 
Priation. This caused Dyer, im- 


mediate superior to the Fire Chief, , 


to say that he would consider any 

request from Egenriether for re- 

consideration of the resignation. 
Mayor Blocks Effort. 

But the Mayor has blocked any 
effort in that direct. “The Chief 
did not show the proper attitve 
in resigning suddenly this way,” 
he said. “He made his decision. 
Now let him stick to it.” 

The chief’s sudden resignation 
caused an immediate cancellation 
of a meeting of the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment sched- 
uled yesterday to discuss the de- 
partment’s budget problems. The 
board is composed of the Mayor 
and Comptroller, both Democrats, 
and President of the Board of Al- 
dermen Charles E. Albanese, a Re- 
Publican. Egenriether was ap- 
pointed temporarily as chief by a 
Republican administration in 1943. 
His appointment became perma- 
nent later under Civil Service pro- 
cedure. 

Despite having 
that the meeting 
Albanese showed up at the ap- 
pointed hour. He said he “want- 
ed to be around in case anything 
turned up.” He charged that Egen- 
riether had been forced into re- 
signing by the insistence of Darst 
and Carpenter to meet the budget 
appropriation. : 

He said that the Board of Es- 
timate and Apportionment knew, 
from the time that the budget re- 
quest for the year had been cut, 
that a supplemental appropriation 
would be necessary to keep the 
department operating efficiently. 

The department’s force was in- 

creased by 219 to a total of 1071 
men early this year when the 
weekly hours of work were re- 
duced from 84 to 67.2. A supple- 
mental appropriation of $159,000 
was voted by the Board of Alder- 
men in January to provide the pay 
for the additional men until the 
end of the fiscal year on April 12. 
The new budget, however, failed 
to provide sufficient additional 
funds to pay all the additional sal- 
aries and in the first three months 
of this fiscal year the Fire Depart- 
ment had overspent its salary allo- 
cation by $49,000. This would in- 
crease to $250,000 for the entire 
year. 
_ Egenriether was called in by 
Comptroller Carpenter and Dyer 
was called in by the Mayor. The 
Chief was told he would have to 
reduce expenditures, almost all of 
which go for salaries, and was 
asked to submit proposals for such 
reductions. 

He submitted several alternate 
gets of calculations indicating that 
the budget could be adhered to 
only by laying off 124 men and 
increasing the hours of work for 
‘the remainder. He refused to make 
m recommendation, saying that 
*@uch action was the responsibility 
of the administration. Carpenter 
and Darst insisted that he make 
definite recommendations and the 
Chief answered by submitting his 
resignation. 

His job is being filled temporar- 
fly by Battalion Chief Hugh F. 
Lyon, also a veteran of more than 
30 years’ service. The job will be 
filed permanently under Civil 
Service procedure which requires 
‘an examination of applicants and 
the certifying of three with the 
highest ratings to Dyer. From 
these Dyer must select one.

CHARTER BOARD

These Call for Addition 
of Unincorporated 
Areas in North, South

Two proposals to extend the 
city’s boundaries to take in a total 
of 49 square miles of unincor- 
porated territory in the northern 
and southern sections of St. Louis 
county were submitted yesterday 
to’ the St. Louis Board of Free- 
holders by Alroy S. Phillips, a 


member. 

Phillips, author of an earlier 
proposal for a borough system for 
the city and suburban communi- 
ties, said the city added about 43 
square miles to its territory in 
1876 and none since. 

“It took us from 1876 to date to 
reach the point of saturation, the 
point where this area has been 
built up,” he told the board. “The 
time has come to extend our boun- 
daries again. Every city has the 
right to grow and expand into un- 
incorporated territory although 
the law says we can take only 
what is reasonably adapted to the 
needs of the city. It may take us 
another 60 years to build up this 
new territory.” 

Two Proposed Annexations. 

The first proposal would take 
in the territory lying between 
State Highway 99, the Missouri 
and Mississippi rivers and the 
present city limits. It contains 
about 22 square miles and approxi- 
mately 5200 inhabitants who, un- 
der the proposal, would be an- 
nexed to the First Ward and given 
a representative in the Board of 
Aldermen. The representative 
would have the right to speak but 
no vote.

Adlai Stevenson signed 
into law today a bill which is de- 
signed to end what the United 
States Supreme Court has called 
a “legal merry-go-round” in Ill.

‘no attorney at his trial, that he 


could not speak English and that

The new law is aimed at simpli-

due process of law may obtain a 
review of his case.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 5—The 
chief author of the Administra- 
tion’s hotly controversial $1,450,- 
000,000 European arms bill in Maj. 
Gen. Lyman L. Lemnitzer, deputy 
commandant of the National War 
College and chairman of the For- 
eign Assistance Co-ordinating 
Committee.

Virtually unknown publicly, he 
has been a decisive factor in 
United States foreign policy for 
several years through his position 
as the military’s spokesman in 
that field.

Lemnitzer is the progenitor of 
the “secret” features of the

The 
White House, through the Budget 
Bureau, and the state and defense 
departments began drafting pro- 
posed legislation to give him some 
positive legal authority for pos- 
sible similar siuations. At one 
time it was contemplated to put 
it into an ECA bill, but there were 
high-level objections. Later, some 
Administration officials wanted 
the arms aid program made public 
at the time of the debate on the 
Atlantic pact itself. Chairman Con- 
nally of the Senate Foreign Re- 
lations Committee blocked this for 
the practical parliamentary reason 
that he did not want to jeopardize 
ratification of the pact with ar- 
guments against the military aid 
program. 

As explained by Administration 
officials, the drafting of the pres- 
ent arms aid bill was done by 
legal technicians in the state and 
defense departments, working 
with lawyers from the Budget Bu- 
reau. They deny that Sections 3 
and 13 were included for bargain- 
ing purposes. 

In a parliamentary sense they 
were not “jokers,” as some com- 
mentators have charged. They 
were designed to cover specific 
situations although written in 
catch-all language. They were im- 
mediately spotted by legislators 
and political writers. 

Some spokesmen say they doubt 
whether President Truman, Secre- 
tary Acheson and Defense Secre- 
tary Johnson realized that such 
broad presidential powers were 
being asked for. It is almost cer- 
tain that they did not realize the 
political implication of these sec- 
tions. 


Weapon for Opponents. 

The bipartisan coalition in the 
Senate immediately saw the polit- 
ical impossibility of the sections 
as soon as the bill came to Con- 
gress. Chairman Connally quickly 
told Secretary Acheson that these 
provisions would have to come 
out of the bill. Vandenberg was 
hardly more discreet in his lan- 
guage and was. just as powerful in 
his intent. At the same time the 
anti-European aid Senators and 
Representatives made hay with 
the wording of the proposal. Sena- 
tor Taft argued that under the 
language of the bill the President 
could. without further appropria- 
tion by Congress “give away the 
property of any government de- 
partment except atomic bombs and 
merchant shipping..” He added: 

“I doubt if any President has 
ever demanded such powers, in 
war or in peace.“ 

President Truman’s agreement 
to kill this provision did not 
abate Tafts’ opposition to the 
whole bill, but it spread smiles 
over the faces of Connally, Van- 
denberg and other bipartisan sup- 
porters of some sort of arms aid 
bill, 

Connally and Senator McMahon 
(Dem.), Connecticut, a co-sponsor 
of the bill, said the original draft 
had been a “working paper,” sub- 
ject to revision by Congress. 

Connally emphasized that the 
two important. points of the legis- 
lation were the amount to be au- 
thorized and appropriated and the 
promptness with which Congress 
acted. 

Vandenberg, when asked to com- 
ment on the President’s statement 
at his press conference, smilingly 
replied: 

“It looks like encouraging prog- 
ress tow&rd a bill we can pass. 
There remain some other hurdles.” 

Vandenberg declined to discuss 
what hurdles he meant or what 
amount he thought should be au- 
thorized and appropriated. He 
and Republican Senator Dulles of 
New York have insisted that the 
$1,450,000,000 requested by the 
White House can be trimmed. 
Vandenberg would do this by an 
interim appropriation with more 
to be voted next year after the 
Atlantic pact nations have formu- 
lated detailed common defense 
plans.

N accordance with your wish,

I have had compiled a record of 


our relations with China, special emphasis being placed on the last | 
five years. This record is being published and will therefore be 


available to the Congress and to the people of the United States... . 


Since the beginning of Wérld 
War II, these relations have in- 
volved many government depart- 
ments and agencies. The prepara- 
tion of the full historical record 
of that period is by no means yet 
complete. ... 

I instructed those charged with 
the compilation of this document 
to present a record which would 
reveal the salient facts which 
determined our policy toward 
China during this period and 
which reflect the execution of 
that policy. This is a frank rec- 
ord of an extremely complicated 
and most unhappy period in the 
life of a great country to which 
the United States has long been 
attached by ties of closest friend- 
ship.

Two factors have played a ma- 
jor role in shaping the destiny of 
modern China. 

The population of China during 
the eighteenth and nineteenth 
centuries doubled, thereby creat- 
ing an unbearable pressure upon 
the land. The first problem which 
every Chinese government has had 
to face is that of feeding this 
population. So far none has suc- 
ceeded. The Kuomintang attempt- 
ed to solve it by putting many 
land-reform laws on the statute 
books. Some of these laws have 
failed, others have been ignored. 
In ho small measure, the predica- 
ment in which the National Gov- 
ernment finds itself today is due 
to its failure to provide China 
with enough to eat, A large part 
of the Chinese Communists’ propa- 
ganda consists of promises that 
they will solve the land problem. 

Impact of Western Ideas. 
The second major factor which 

has shaped the pattern of con- 
temporary China is the impact of 
the West and of Western ideas. 
...» By the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century, the combined force 
of over-population and new ideas 
set in motion that chain of events 
which can be called the Chinese 
revolution. It is one of the most 
imposing revolutions in recorded 
history and its outcome and con- 
sequences are yet to be foreseen. 
Out of this revolutionary whirlpool 
emerged the Kuomintang, first un- 
der the leadership of Dr. Sun Yat- 
gen and later Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek, to assume the direction 
of the revolution. The leadership 
of the Kuomintang was not chal- 
lenged until 1927 by the Chinese 
Communist party which had been 
organized in the early twenties 
under the ideological impetus of 
the Russian revolution. ... (Ache- 
gon explained that from 1927 to 
1937 the Kuomintang prospered 
politically and in reform.) Perhaps 
largely because of the progress be- 
ing made in China, the Japanese 
chose 1937 as the departure point 
for the conquest of China proper, 
and the goa) of the Chinese people 
became the expulsion of a brutal 
and hated invader. ... In contrast 
to the unity of the people of China 
in the war against Japan were the 
divided interests of the leaders of 
the Kuomintang and of the Chi- 
nese Communists. 

It became apparent in the early 
forties that the leaders of the Gov- 
ernment, just as much as the Com- 
munist leaders, were still as pre- 


occupied with the internal strug- | 


gle for power as they were with 
waging war against Japan. Once 
the United States became a par- 
ticipant in the war, the Kuomin- 
tang was apparently convinced of 
the ultimate defeat of Japan and 
gaw an opportunity to improve its 
position for a showdown struggle 
with the Communists. 

The Communists, for their part, 
geemed to see in the chaos of 
China an opportunity to obtain 
that which had been denied them 
before the Japanese war, namely, 
full power in China. This strug- 
gle for power in the latter years 
of the war contributed largely to 
the partial paralysis of China’s 
ability to resist. ... Representa-

Patrick J. Hurley was sent by 
President Roosevelt to Chung- 
king in 1944 he found what he 
considered to be a willingness on 
the part of the National Govern- 
ment and the Chinese Com- 
munists to lay aside their dif- 
ferences and co-operate in a com- 
mon effort. Already they had been 
making sporadic attempts. to 
achieve this result. 


Stalin’s Promises, 


Previously and subsequently, 
Gen. Hurley had been assured by 
Marshal Stalin that Russia had 
no intention of recognizing any 
government in China except the 
National Government with Chiang 
Kai-shek as its leader. It may be 
noted that during the late war 
years and for a time afterwards 
Marshal Stalin reiterated these 
views to American officials. He 
and Molotov expressed the view 
that China should look to the 
United States as the principal 
source of aid. The sentiments ex- 
pressed by Marshal Stalin were in 
large part incorporated in the 
Sino-Soviet treaty of 1945. 


From the wartime co-operation 
with the Soviet Union and from 
the costly campaigns against. the 
Japanese came the Yalta agree- 
ment....At Yalta, Marshal Stalin 
not only agreed to attack Japan 
within two or three months after 
V-E day but limited his “price” 
with reference to Manchuria sub- 
stantially to the position which 
Russia had occupied there prior 
to 1904. We for our part, in order 
to obtain this commitment and 
thus to bring the war to a close 
with a consequent saving of 
American, Chinese and other 
Allied lives, were prepared to and 
did pay the requisite price. ... 
In conformity with the Russian 
agreement at Yalta to sign a 
treaty of friendship and ,alliance 
with nationalist China, negotia- 
tions between the two nations 
began in Moscow in July 1945. 
During their course, the United 
States felt obliged to remind both 
parties that the purpose of the 
treaty was to implement the Yalta 
agreement—no more, no less—and 
that some of the Soviet proposals 
exceeded its provisions. ... As 
the record shows, it was the 
Chinese National Government 
itself which, prior to Gen. Hurley’s 
mission, had taken steps to arrive 
at a working agreement with the 
Communists. As early as Sep- 
tember 1943, in addressing the 
Kuomintang Central Executive 
Committee, the Generalissimo said, 
“we should clearly recognize that 
the Communist problem is a pure- 
ly political problem and should 
be solved by political means.” He 
repeated this view on several 
occasions. 
History of Negotiations. 

Comprehensive negotiations be- 
tween representatives of the Gov- 
ernment and of the Communists, 
dealing with both military co- 
operation and civil administration, 
were opened in Sian in May 1944. 
These negotiations, in which Am- 
bassador Hurley later assisted at 
the invitation of both parties be- 
tween August 1944, and September 
1945, continued intermittently dur- 
ing a year and a half without pro- 
ducing conclusive results and 
culminated in a comprehensive 
series of agreements on basic 
points on October 11, 1945, after 
Ambassador Hurley’s departure 
from China and before Gen.

The Soviet Union and her 
satellites give no evidence of a 
conciliatory or co-operative atti- 
tude in these developments. The 
United States is compelled, there- 
fore, to initiate realistic lines of 
action in order to create and main- 
tain bulwarks of freedom, and to 
protect United States strategtic in- 
terests. 


The bulk of the Chinese are not 
disposed to Communism and they 
are not concerned with ideologies. 
They desire food, shelter and the 
opportunity to live in peace. 


Threat to World Peace. 

The spreading internecine strug- 
gle within China threatens world 
peace. Repeated American ef- 
forts to mediate have proved un- 
availing. It is apparent that posi- 
tive steps are required to end 
hostilities immediately. The most 
logical approach to this very com- 
plex and ominous situation would 
be to prefer the matter to the 
United Nations. 

A China dominated by Chinese 
Communists would be inimical 
to the interests of the United 
States, in view of their openly 
expressed hostility and active 
opposition to those principles 
which the United States re 
gards as vital to the peace of 
the world. 

The Communists have the tac- 
ticqal initiative in the over-all mili- 
tary situation. The Nationalist 
position in Manchuria is pre- 
carious, and in Shantung and 
Hopei provinces strongly disputed. 
Continued deterioration 6f the sit- 
uation may result in the early es- 
tablishment of a Soviet satellite 
government in Manchuria and 
ultimately in the evolution of a 
Communist-dominated China. 

China is suffering increasingly 
from disintegration. Her require- 
ments for rehabilitation are large. 
Her most urgent needs include 
governmental reorganization and 
reforms, reduction of the military 
budget and external assistance. 

A program of aid, if effectively 
employed, would bolster opposi- 
tion to Communist expansion, and 
would contribute to gradual de- 
velopment of stability in China. 

Basic Freedoms Jeopardized. 

Due to excesses and oppressions 
by» government police agencies 
basic freedoms of the people are 
being jeopardized. Maladministra- 
tion and corruption cause a loss 
of confidence in the Government. 
Until drastic political and econom- 
ic reforms are undertaken United 
States aid can not accomplish its 
purpose. 

Even so, criticism of results 
achieved by the National Gov- 
ernment in efforts for improve- 
ment should be tempered by 2a 

recognition of the handicaps im- 
posed on China by eight years

A United States program of as- 
sistance could best be implemented 
under the supervision of American 
advisors in specified economic and 
military fields.

That the United States Govern- 
ment provide as early as practica- 
ble moral, advisory, and material 
support to China in order to con-

ROBABLY the biggest surprise in the Government's report: on 
China policy is three paragraphs of a letter from China’s Acting: 
President, Gen. Li Tsungjen, to President Truman last May 6.. 
It blamed China’s previous (Chiang Kai-shek) government for failure - 


against the Communists. 

The report does not say why 
Gen. Li wrote such a letter nor 
does it indicate what he said in 
the unpublished paragraphs. The 
text of that part of the report re- 
ferring to the Li letter and includ- 
ing the text of the three para- 
graphs: 

“Perhaps the aptest and most 
tragic summary of American in- 
tentions toward China and of the 
reasons for the present predica- 
ment of China was given by the 
Acting President, Gen. Li Tsung- 
jen, himself. The first three para- 
graphs of a letter he wrote to 
President Truman on May 5, 1949, 
concern the events of the period 
with which this paper is con- 
cerned and read as follows: 


“*Throughout our war of re- 
sistance against Japanese aggres- 
sion, the United States of America 
continuously extended to us her 
moral and material assistance, 
which enabled our country to car- 
ry on an arduous struggle of eight 
long years until final victory was 
achieved. The sincere friendship 
thus demonstrated by the United 
States has contributed not only to 
strengthen further the traditional 
ties between our two countries but 
to win the deep gratitude and un- 
bounded goodwill of the people of 
China. 

Work Rendered Fruitless. 

‘This policy of friendly assistance 
was continued when some years 
ago Gen. George C. Marshall, un- 
der instructions from your good 
self, took up the difficult task of 
mediation in our conflict with the 
Chinese Communists, to which he 
devoted painstaking effort. All this 
work was unfortunately rendered 
fruitless by the lack of sincerity 
on the part of both the then Gov- 
ernment and the Chinese Com- 
munists. 

‘In spite of this, your country 
continued to extend its aid to our 
government. It is regrettable that, 
owing to the failure of our then 
government to make judicious use 
of this aid and to bring about ap- 
propriate political, economic and 
military reforms, your assistance 
has not produced the desired ef- 


fect. To this failure is attributa- 
ble the present predicament in 


which our country finds itseff.’” 

Gen. Li came in as acting Presi-: 
dent on Jan. 21, 1949, when Gen- 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-shek ‘re- 
tired from the presidency. Li's 
initial task was to make peace 
with the Communists and when ne- 
gotiations failed over Communist’ 
demands for unconditional sur- 
render his job was to continue 
prosecuting the war. 

Split With Chiang. 

The State Department account 
in the “white paper” asserts that’ 
in his efforts he has been hamp- 
ered by a split with Chiang due 
to the Generalissimo’s insistence 
on continuing to exercise consider- 
able power. 


Ambassador J. Leighton Stuart- 
reported to the State Department. 
as recently as April 6 that Li had 
only “limited power to enforce his 
orders” and to hold in check 
forces working for the breakup of 
the Nationalist Government. 

“The Generalissimo, though out- 
wardly co-operating,” Stuart wrote,

An Air Line Discusses Safety 
Zo the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We appreciate the Post-Dispatch’s in- 
terest in aviation and the amount of 
thought you have given to this matter. 
In view of your interest, we thought you 
might possibly like to hear the results of 
the investigations of the various inci- 
dents which have been reported and of 
some which have not. The full report 
on the incident of July 7 is not yet avail- 
able, but we know why it happened and 
we have done a great many things to 
the engine to prevent it from happén- 
ing again. 

The main point is that we never un- 
der any circumstances allow an element 
of risk to creep into the handling of 
‘our passengers. The safety margins on 
this new airplane (the Stratocruiser) 
give the passengers a security equal to 
that afforded by any airline in service. 

All this is costing us a great deal of 
money, but we are spending large sums 
on special maintenance programs very 
gladly. jt is the very experience of the 
DC-6 and the Constellation troubles 
which we went through which makes 
our airplane as safe as the mind of 
any human being can make it. 

There will be more turnbacks simply 
because we insist that our pilots turn 
back in the case of any doubt at all. 
But the point is they elect to return; 
they are not forced to return. Our pilot, 
of course, on this particular instance 
made the correct decision that the plane 
should get as close to the water as 
goon as possible. 

The fire which started by the friction 
of the windmilling propeller consumed 
the oil in the propeller hub and then 
went out. It did not spread. It stayed 
exactly where it was supposed to stay. 
The propeller broke off exactly as it 
was supposed to break off, and the 
pilot executed the proper maneuver 
which prevented it from hitting the 


airplane.

Truman Twice Right 


President Truman was twice right, in our 
opinion, in two announcements to his latest 
press conference. He was right when he yielded 
on the “blank check” authorization gf aid to 


“any nation,” as, proposed in the military as-_ 


sistance bill. He also was right when he de- 
clined to yield on the amount of the aid. 

Passage of the military aid bill depends on 
the support of many Senators who properly 
look twice at everything which has the appear- 
ance of unlimited executive authority. It de- 
pends on or at least should have the support 
of men such as Senators Vandenberg and Dulles 
who, in one capacity or another, have made 
possible the bipartisan foreign policy. 

The insertion of a section in the bill which 
would authorize the President to make grants 
of aid to “any nation ... on terms he deems 
appropriate” would naturally raise serious 
questions in the minority party. It should raise 
such questions in the President’s own party. 

Were Congress to vote a section such as that 
into law, it would shut itself out of all consid- 
eration of the propriety of executive acts with 
respect to aid not only to nations but, as some 


believe to “groups, committees, factions and 


individuals.” 

Thanks to well based opposition, that section 
is as good as out of the aid bill. Whether the 
President or his military advisers or the legis- 
lative drafters put it in is of small consequence. 
All should now know that a Senate controlled 
by Mr. Truman’s own party is not voting to 
shelve its power to review executive acts. 

As for the amount of the aid in the bill, 
$1,450,000,000, there can be few who know 
much about the cost of armaments to say that 
this is too much. It is a big sum to be sure, and 
it is for a sadly non-productive purpose. Yet 
its purpose is to establish the chief desire not 
of Americans alone, but peoples everywhere— 
the preservation of the peace of the world. 

If the Atlantic Pact, backed up by the mil- 
itary aid program, makes good for peace, it will 
have been lowcost insurance indeed. The 
premium may look large when it is paid in 
advance, but it is only an infinitesimal fraction 
of what another war would cost. 

Now that the President has yielded on the 
unwise blank check section, there will be pres- 
sure on him to yield on the extent of the aid. 
We hope he will stand firm. A lot of eyes are 
watching to see. Many are in countries which 
are friendly. Others are in the Kremlin. 
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New Legend for Germans 
A little book of only 64 pages has become a 
best seller in Germany. Written by Franz 
Halder, chief of staff of the German army from 
1938 te 1942, it is called “Hitler as Military 
Commander.” And it does a devastating job of 
blowing up whatever reputation in this line may 
ever have attached itself to the German dictator. 
According to Halder, it was Hitler’s order 


which kept Von Runstedt’s panzers from de- ; 


stroying the British army before the memorable 
escape from Dunkirk. It was Hitler who pre- 
vented the Germans from capturing Moscow. 
The Fuehrer diverted forces toward other Rus- 
sian cities because they were “breeders of Bol- 
shevism.” It was Hitler who conceived a hun- 
dred wildly stupid schemes to frustrate the gen- 
erals and to squander German troops. While 
the generals realized in 1943 that defeat had 
been made inevitable, says Halder, it was Hitler 
who continued the war because he believed that 
a nation which could not win deserved to be 
destroyed utterly. 

All this sounds like salutary reading for neo- 
Nazis. But it is not. Actually, it’s dangerous 
stuff. While it helps to kill off revival of Hitler 
worship, it builds up an almost equally bad 
legend, the legend of the invincibility of the 
German Army: the generals and the army did 
not lose the war; only Hitler did. Here is just 
a new version of Hitler’s explanation of the 
German defeat in the war of 1914-1918: the 
army was stabbed in the back. 

Halder makes much of the professional compe- 
tence of the German commanders, of their de- 
votion to duty, and even of their “deep sense of 
responsibility before God.” If they were such 
high-minded men, why did they obediently serve 
such an unworthy master? 
very few of them resist him? 

No, the generals cannot justify themselves 
now. They cannot pose as hero-victims of Hit- 
ler’s abberations. This legend needs to be hit 
as hard as Halder hits the Hitler legend. 
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A Rotten Business, Indeed 

Comptroller General Lindsay Warren dis- 
closes to Congress that his office has dug up 
“shocking” evidence of fraud on the part of 
former Army officers in the award of wartime 
Government contracts. 

In addition, his office has found $6,280,000 
in improper payments “induced by fraud” in 
settlement of some contracts. This is bad enough, 
but Mr. Warren says it is merely a “sampling.” 
Capping all, he hesitates to guess the “entire 
extent of fraud and overpayment.” 

This frightful evidence of fraud committed 
here at home at a time when other Americans 
were giving their lives overseas contains such 
allegations as: 

An Army officer divulging secret bids and 


being paid $7600 and employed later by the 
firm he aided. 


Similar cases wherein officers and Gov- 
ernment employes committed fraudulent 
acts to “feather their nests” when they be- 
came civilians again. 


An “apparent scheme” whereby 20 per 
cent of contract prices was to be “kicked. 
back” to certain Government representatives. 


This scandal bobs to the surface right in 
the middle of a congressional investigation of 
“five percenters” and “influence brokers.” It 
promises to hold the center of the stage in 
Washington. The man who has made it public 
is not a Republican nor a smear artist but a 
respected Democratic appointee and a former 
Democratic congressman. 

During the war, he went to friends in Con- 
gress and told them of the dangers of letting 
officers untrained in accounting handle contract 
negotiations. He asked that his office, as the 
authorized “watchdog of the Treasury,” sit. in 
on contract settlements to protect the public 
interest.

the guilty and see that safeguards are adopted 
to protect the nation in the new arms program.

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For Better Police Work 


The St. Louis Police Department has good 
reason to be proud of the commendations 
which it received in the report on the Fair- 
grounds Park incident made by George Scher- 
mer of Detroit for the St. Louis Council on 
Human Relations, But the report also had some 
critical things to say. In still other connections, 
it allowed facts to speak for themselves. And 
the facts speaking certainly raised questions as 
to whether police conduct was all that it should 
have been. 

Most disturbing are facts such as _ these: 
“Three Negroes and one white were charged 
with inciting to riot. . . . One Negro was 
charged with assault with intent to kill... . 
Four Negroes and two whites were charged with 
general peace disturbance. ...” 

These facts are disturbing because the report 
makes it quite clear that the trouble was caused 
by a numerous crowd of whites, a crowd which 
was not dispersed until late in the night, and 
that “there was no concerted movement on the 
part of Negroes to retaliate in an organized 
manner.” Surely, it seems that more aggressors 
than victims might have been arrested. 


There should be no desire to criticize the 
police just for criticism’s sake. They handled 
a very difficult situation without adequate 
warning. But if the report is to accomplish its 
purpose, it will not do to ignore the statement 
that “in some instances the police gave ade- 
quate protection against attack, and in others 
they did not.” Also deeply disturbing is the 
reported belief of many members of the Negro 
community that “the police enforce the law in 
favor of white people.” 

The report made some specific recommenda- 
tions for better police work. Chief among these 
is the establishment and proper training of 
a specialized Race Relations Unit or Detail. 


Such a unit not only could handle a crisis in — 


the quickest and most efficient way, but it 
could do much to keep a crisis from arising. 


Such a unit also could be of help to head- 
quarters in the “review of the performance of 
(police) personnel, particularly in the districts, 
as to whether the rights and privileges of all 
citizens, regardless of race, are being respected 
and protected.” It could help to “review the 
complaints of citizens in this regard, and it 
could be of help in developing “a public rela- 
tions program to cultivate citizen respect and 
support for the Department.” 

The Board of Police Commissioners appar- 
ently has accepted the report in a wholesome 
spirit. It was‘ quick to acknowledge praise for 
the good beginnings made at headquarters, 
especially in the Police Academy. It promised 
to study the report’s recommendations. It is 
to be hoped that this study will be fruitful. 


As a matter of protection and of pride, St. 
Louis would like to have a police force second 
to none. That means, of course, a force full of 
zeal for the protection of all the rights of all 
the citizens of the community. 

Good as the force is, there is no better way 
in which it can win increased respect than by 
showing concern for its own improvement. 
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Lesson in Decency 

The affair of Samuel L. Wahrhaftig is one 
more reminder to military authorities, other 
public officials and certain committees in Con- 
gress and state legislatures that convicting a 
man before trying him is a dirty business. 

Seven months ago Wahrhaftig was fired from 
his post as a political analyst in the American 
Military Government in Germany. The charge 
was one made too glibly these days: disloyalty. 
The details were never published, but it was one 
more of the loyalty cases that the Washington 
law firm of Arnold, Fortas & ‘Porter defended 
free of charge. 

Wahrhaftig fought and won. An Army review 
board has voted unanimously to exonerate him, 
a decision that entitles him to reinstatement 
and back pay. 

Justice is done, in the narrow sense—but full 
justice is never done to persons unjustly accused 
of contemptible acts. Even with free legal coun- 
sel, Wahrhaftig says he has spent thousands of 
dollars on his defense, including a trip to Ger- 
many to gather evidence. And even if it were 
standard practice to compensate innocent vic- 
tims—as it should be—no one who has not gone 
through a similar experience can imagine what 
mental-torture it must be. 

When a bureaucracy such as the Army de- 
nounces a human being, the bureaucracy can at 
most be required to reverse its wrong judgment, 
and the human being is at very least scarred 
beyond power fully to repair. That’s why it’s 
indecent of a bureaucracy to accuse a human 
being unless it is dead certain of the grounds. 
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The Mayor and the Fire Chief 
Mayor Darst certainly pulled a fast one on 
Fire Chief Egenriether. 
First, through Comptroller Carpenter, the 


Chief was told to balance the Fire Department 


budget by laying off 124 men, an action which 
would have meant longer hours for those not 
dismissed and less protection for life and prop- 
erty. Mr. Egenriether balked; he didn’t want to 
be “made the goat for someone else,” so he quit. 
Then, after the resignation, Mr. Darst states he 
had made up his mind the night before the 
Chief quit that no reduction should be made. 

The Mayor could have forestalled criticism by 
announcing promptly that Chief Egenriether, an 
able man, would be asked to forget about his 
resignation. But he didn’t. “I consider the issue 
closed,” he said. 

In sporting circles, the Darst Administration's 
maneuvers might be called a “double play” or 
a “mouse trap.” In political circles, it already 


is being called “hooligan politics.” In the minds” 


of most citizens who take a minute to reflect on 
what happened, it is considered, at the very 
least, a violation of the spirit of the civil serv- 
ice rules. It's strictly not cricket and Mayor 
Darst knows it. : |

Should Atomic Output Be Secret? 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Though his mind is not made up, head of congressional atomic body 
leans to view that more is to be gained than lost by revealing number 
and production rate of atomic bombs; describes the frustration and 
harm that democratic process suffers unless calculated risk is taken. 


Senator Brien McMahon, Chairman, Joint Committee on Atomic Energy, 
in the Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists 


The first atomic bomb was dropped on 
Hiroshima four years ago. This key 
Senator's views on the established rule of 
total secrecy also take on special interest 
because this policy is currently involved 
to some extent in the delicate atomic 
negotiations with Britain. 


I do not believe in unnecessary fences 
around public property. All my instincts 
and training cause me to resent “Verboten” 
signs in the public domain. Only the over- 
riding interests of national security can 
justify a democratic government having 
secrets from its own people. But even then 
the area of secrecy must be absolutely lim- 
ited to the necessities of security. 

“Hush” is a powerful word. It is an in- 
sidious word because, unless checked, it 
has an ivy-like tendency to grow and cover 
ever more and more : 
territory. This is the 
nature of the beast 
itself; it has nothing 
to do with the de- 
sires of the men who 
operate under it. 

This problem may 
well cause the Joint 
Committee on 
Atomic Energy more 
anxious concern than 
any other. I cannot 
suggest an answer, 
for I have not yet 
arrived at a conclu- 
sion myself. I only 
ecicee Gent the’ Site Senator McMahon 
is tremendously important. 

I refer to the question of whether or not 
the American people and the world should 
be told how many atomic bombs and 
atomic weapons we possess, and how fast 
we are producing them. 

Perhaps our military needs absolutely 
dictate that atomic production figures be 
kept secret, But if such is the case—as it 
may be—we are taking a calculated risk. 
We are risking the tested principles of 
free and constitutional government. 

The American people have invested more 
than three thousand million dollars on 
atomic weapons. What returns are the 
people receiving from this investment? 
The people do not know, and Congress 
does not know. 


Our Own Iron Curtain 


Here is an extraordinary state of affairs. 
When we debate a 65,000-ton aircraft 
carrier or a 70-group air force or universal 
military training, I fear that we quite liter- 
ally do not know what we are talking 
about. We do not know how many atomic

Concealment of atomic production rates 
is secrecy of a scope which has never 
been attempted before during peacetime 
in the United States. The most valuable 
type of secret is the fact that a weapon 
exists at all. But we have already lost this 
kind of secret. 


As regards the specifications and exact 
design of the atomic bomb, we must un- 
questionably preserve the most complete 
and absolute secrecy, But the number of 
bombs we possess is not even distantly con- 
nected with the accepted and time-hon- 


ored secret categories. 


Some of the Risks 


Thus far I have only tried to present a 
few thoughts on one side of the case. Do 
not think for a moment that the opposite 
side is weak. 

If production data were made public, 
other nations would gain a clearer idea of 
the money, men, and resources which they 
must pour into their own atomic projects 
in order to rival our progress. The world 
would also gain valuable insight into our 
over-all military strength, potentialities 
and capabilities. 


It could be argued that until and unless 
a bomb stockpile of such prodigious pro- 
portions is achieved as to be capable of 
destroying every resource of any possible 
opponent, no divulgement should be made. 
But there is an opposing possibility to be 
considered, Perhaps our rivals will precipi- 
tate a disastrous war believing us to be 
weak in the atomic energy field, when 
actually we are strong. 


We publicly debated the wisdom of a 70- 
group air force—data of great value to 
foreign powers, The world knows that we 
possess around 20 aircraft carriers ready 
for active service and that about 1,400,000 
Americans serve in our armed forces. 
All this information has great value to 
foreign powers. But neither the world nor 
the American people knows how many 
atomic weapons we possess.. 


Momentous Choice to Make 


This much we do know: The question 
propounded here goes to the very heart of 
our democratic system of government. It 
goes to the very heart of national defense 
and to the future security and existence 
of the United States.

The Force That Moved Gandhi

In November 1947, Vincent Sheean set 
out for Delhi, India, to interview Mahatma 
Gandhi. He was convinced that martyr- 
dom was upon the Mahatma and that in 
some way he must be there. He had many 
questions to ask of Gandhi. On Jan. 27, 
1948, he obtained his first interview with 
Gandhi and on Jan. 30, he witnessed his 
death. 

“Man’s character is his fate,” writes 
Sheean. This book is an attempt to explain 
those things which created that character. 
It is an attempt to reveal the meaning of 
Gandhi’s power, life and teaching. 


The western world is divided into two 
opposing political groups, both of which 
believe that the material organization of 
men’s efforts is the determinant of his des- 
tiny. In the light of two world wars and 
an impending third, many men have re- 
jected this. There must be another view 
of life. Sheean’s visit to India in the Winter 
of 1947-48 has helped 
him to find that 
other view. He now 
feels that it is un- 
necessary to live in 
a world where the 
relentless opposition 
of material forces 
must forever lead to 
war. 

Gandhi created an 
irresistible weapon 
against the force of 
materialism and war. 
It is that of “Satya- 
graha.” This has 
been translated into 
English as “Soul 
force.” It was the impulse to his program 
of non-violence. 

It is not an easy philosophy to explain. 
The Hindu world with its great books, the 
Gita, Upanshads and Vedas, is not readily 
revealed to western minds. Mr. Sheean’s 
treatment is at once both sympathetic and 
enlightening. He has traced the develop- 
ment of that philosophy in Gandhi’s mind 
from his first clash with the British in 
South Africa, to the Great Salt March, and 
the final partition of India. It is a philos- 
ophy which failed in actual practice in 
India. And yet, according to Mr. Sheean, 
it has left its imprint on the minds of his 
successors and as a way of life for the 
world, : 

The philosophy of Gandhi, a pantheism 
of man’s oneness with God and his fellow 
men, is not for every man, says Sheean.

It is 
plain that in two or three years, 
the best that can be done with 
any appropriations that Congress 
would vote or that the French

Russia Can Win Race. 


There are cogent reasons why 
we should promptly and effec- 
tively support the creation of this 
small French army within the 
framework of the Atlantic Pact. 
If the reasons were candidly ex- 
plained, they would almost cer- 
tainly be approved in this coun- 
try and they would contribute 
much to the general feeling of 
security and to the hope that 
diplomacy can prevent the catas- 
trophe of another World War. 

The real reason why we should 
create a small French army as 
the core of a Western Europe 
force, is not in order to match 
the inexhaustible ground armies 
of the Soviet Union. There is no 
use pretending that France can 
do what Germany, at the zenith 
of ae military power, was unable 
to do. 


Even the modest army, which 
General Marshall’s guess shows is 
all that he contemplates, will take 
some years to re-create. During 
those years the Soviet Union can 
create at least five divisions to 
each one that Western Europe 
can create. It would, therefore, 
be a dangerous miscalculation to 
inaugurate a race of armaments 
between the ground forces of the 
Soviet orbit and of Western Eu- 


rope. 
Germany Will Rearm. 


Since the Soviet Union has an 
enormous head start in the race, 
we must not expect it to remain 
passive while Western Europe 
catches up in ground forces and 
while the American atomic stock- 
pile’ and long-range _ strategic 
bombardment is built up for a 
knockout blow. 

Therefore, if the case for mili- 
tary aid is argued on the present 
briefings, the Atlantic allies would 
be pursuing a policy which com- 
bined inadequate forces for actual 
war with the maximum provoca- 
tion to war. 

The true case for European re- 
armament is one that has not yet 
been stated publicly. It is that 
considerably larger forces are 
needed in France in order to pre- 
pare for a German settlement. The 
time is coming when the Russian

The American guar- 
antee should be, if our diplomacy 
is wise and resourceful, an ade- 
quate defense. If the American 
guarantee is not adequate, the 
small force that Western Europe 
can create will not make it ade- 
quate. 


The Soviet Union will not be 
deterred from military aggression 
by any forces that Norway or 
France and Britain, or Italy, Tur- 
key, Greece and Iran, can them- 
selves develop with American 
lend-lease. The deterrent to war 
resides in the certainty that ag- 
gression anywhere means an im- 
mense and total war with the 
United States.

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Condensed Text of Acheson’s 
Letter to Truman on China 


Continued From Page One. 


Negotiations could promptly be 
brought to a successful conclusion, 
was critical. It was under these 
circumstances that Gen. Marshal! 
left on his mission to China at 
the end of 1945.... 

Our policy at that time was in- 
spired by the two objectives of 
bringing peace to China under 
conditions which would permit 
stable government and progress 
along democratic lines, and of 
assisting the national govern- 
ment to establish its authority 
over as wide areas of China as 
possible. As the event proved, 
the first objective was unrealiz- 
able because neither side desired 
it to succeed. ... 

The second objective of assisting 
the national government, however, 
we pursued vigorously from 1945 
to 1949. The national government 
was the recognized government of 
a friendly power. Our friendship, 
and our right under international 
law alike, called for aid to the gov- 
ernment instead of to the Com- 
munists who were seeking to sub- 
vert and overthrow it.... 

Events in Manchuria. 

The national government had in 
1945, and maintained until the 
early fall of 1948, a marked super!- 
ority in manpower and armament 
over their rivals. Indeed during 
that period, thanks very largely 
to our aid in transporting, arming 
and «supplying their forces, they 
extended their control over a large 
part of north China and Man- 
churia. 

By the time Gen. Marshall left 
China at the beginning of 1947, the 
nationalists were apparently at the 
very peak of their military suc- 
cesses and territorial expansion. 
The following year and a half re- 
vealed, however, that their seem- 
ing strength was illusory and that 
their victories were built on sand. 

The crisis had developed around 
Manchuria, traditional focus of 
Russian and Japanese imperialism. 
On numerous occasions, Marshal 
Stalin had stated categorically that 
he expected the national govern- 
ment to take over the occupation 
of Manchuria. In the truce agree- 
ment of Jan. 10, 1946, the Chinese 
Communists agreed to the move- 
ment of government troops into 
Manchuria for the purpose of re- 
storing Chinese sovereignty over 
this area. In conformity with this 
understanding the United States 
transported sizable government 
armies to the ports of entry into 
Manchuria. Earlier the Soviet 
army had expressed a desire to 
evacuate Manchuria in December 
1945, but had remained an addi- 
tional two or three months at the 
request of the Chinese government. 

When the Russian troops did 
begin their evacuation, the Na- 
tional Government found itself 
with extended lines of communi- 
cations, limited rolling stock and 
insufficient forces to take over 
the areas being evacuated in time 
to prevent the entry of Chinese 
Communist forces, who were al- 
ready in occupation of the coun- 
tryside. As the Communists en- 
tered, they obtafned the large 
stocks of materiel from the Jap- 
anese Kwantung Army which the 
Russians had conveniently “aban- 
doned.” 

To meet this situation the Na- 
tional Government embarked on 
a series of military campaigns 
which expanded the line of its 
holdings to the Sungari river. 
Toward the end of these cam- 
paigns it also commenced hostili- 
ties within north China and suc- 
ceeded in constricting the areas 
held by the Communists. 

Marshall’s Efforts at Peace. 

In the spring of 1946 Gen. Mar- 
shall attempted to restore peace. 
This effort lasted for months and 
during its course a seemingly end- 
less series of proposals and coun- 
terproposals were made which had 
little effect upon the course of 
military activities and produced 
no political settlement, ... 

In his farewell statement, Gen. 
Marshall announced the termina- 
tion of his ¢fforts to assist the 
Chinese in restoring internal 
peace. He described the deep- 
seated mutual suspicion between 
the Kuomintang and the Chinese 
Communist party as the greatest 
obstacle to a settlement. He made 
it clear that the salvation of 
China lay in the hands of the 
Chinese themselves and that, 
while the newly adopted constitu- 
tion provided the framework for a 
democratic China, practical meas- 
ures of implementation by both 
sides would be the decisive test. 
He. appealed for the assumption 
of leadership by liberals in and 
out of the Government as the road 
to unity and peace. With these 
final words he returned to Wash- 
ington to assume, in January 1947, 
his new post as Secretary of State. 

As the signs of impending dis- 
aster multiplied, the President in 
July 1947, acting on the recom- 
mendation of the Secretary of 
State, instructed Lt. Gen. Albert 
C.. Wedemeyer to survey the 
Chinese scene and make recom- 
mendations. 

Wedemeyer Report. 

In his report, submitted on Sep- 
tember 19, 1947, the General recom- 
mended that the United States 
continue and expand its policy of 
giving aid to nationalist China, 
subject to these stipulations: 

1, That China inform the 
United Nations of her request 
for aid. 

"2 That China request the 
United Nations to bring about a 
truce in Manchuria and request 
that Manchuria be placed under 
@ five-power guardianship or a 
trusteeship. 

3. That China utilize her own 
resources, reform her finances, 
her government and her armies, 
and accept American advisers in 
the military and economic fields, 
. +.» It was decided that the pub- 
lication at that time of a sug- 
gestion for the alienation of a 
part of China from the control 
of the national government, and 
for placing that part under an 
international administration to 
include Soviet Russia, would not 
be helpful... . 

The reasons for the failures of 
the Chinese National Government 
ar in some detail in the at- 
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The fact was that the decay 
which our observers had detected 
in Chungking early in the war had 
fatally sapped the powers of re- 
sistance of the Kuomintang. Its 
leaders had proved incapable of 
meeting the crisis confronting 
them, its troops had lost the will 
to fight, and its government had 
lost popular support.

. . . it must be admitted frank-, 
ly that the American policy of 
assiting the Chinese people in 
resisting domination by any for- 
eign power or powers is now 
confronted with the gravest dif- 
ficulties. The heart of China is 
in Communist hands. The Com- 
munist leaders have foresworn 
their Chinese heritage and have 
publicly announced their sub- 
servience to a foreign power, 
Russia, which during the last 50 
years, under Czars and Commu- 
nists alike, has been most assid- 
uous in its efforts to extend its 
control in the Far East. 

In the recent past, attempts at 
foreign domination have appeared 


as external aggression and as such 
have been bitterly and in the long 
run successfully resisted. Our aid 
and encouragement have helped 


them to resist. In this case, how- 
ever, the foreign domination has 


been masked behind the facade of 
a vast crusading movement which 
apparently has seemed to many 

be wholly indigenous 
and national. Under these circum- 
stances, our aid has been unavail- 
ing. 


A decision was arrived at with- 
in China, if only a decision by 
default. 

And now it is abundantly clear 
that we must face the situation 
as ft exists in fact. We will not 
help the Chinese or ourselves by 
basing our policy on wishful think- 
ing. We continue to believe that, 
however tragic may be the imme- 
diate future of China and however 
ruthlessly a major portion of this 
great people may be exploited by 
a party in the interest of a foriegn 
imperialism, ultimately the pro- 
found civilization and the demo- 
cratic individualism of China will 
reassert themselves and she will 
throw off the foreign yoke. I con- 
sider that we should encourage 
all developments in China which 
now and in the future work to- 
ward this end. 

In the immediate future, how- 
ever, the implementation of our 
historic policy of friendship for 
China must be profoundly affected 
by current developments. It will 
necessarily be influenced by the 
degree to which the Chinese people 
come to recognize that the Com- 
munist regime serves not their 
interests but those of Soviet Rus- 
sia and the manner in which, hav- 
ing become aware of the facts, 
they react to this foriegn domina- 
tion. 

One point, however, is clear. 
Should the Communist regime 
lend itself to the aims of Soviet 
Russian imperialism and attempt 
to engage in aggression against 


, our policy will con- 
tinue to be based upon our own 
respect for the charter, our friend- 
ship for China, and our traditional 
support for the open door and for 
China’s independence and is- 
trative and territorial integrity.

Dilemma of Ideal and Real. 

Nehru suffers from the old di- 
lemma of the idealist intellectual; 
the conflict between the ideal and 
the. real. He is, for example, a 
convinced Socialist. Like many 
other Socialists, he sympathized 
for a long time with the Soviet 
Union’s “Socialist experiment.” He 
is also a deeply sincere civil liber- 
tarian; he spoke and wrote more 
bitterly of the British suspension 
of civil liberties than of any other 
aspect of British rule. 

Between such ideals and politi- 
cal reality in India today there is 
a wide guif.

there have been many similar in- 
cidents—which has led a minority 
of foreign observers here to dis- 
m Nehru as a weak though 
brilliant man, a sort of Hamlet 
incongruously cast in the role of 
political leader. These observers 
credit the miracle of keeping the 
Indian state functioning through 
these terrible years entirely to the 
tough, practical, aged Vice Premier 
Sardar Patel. It is certainly true 
that if Pate] were to die, the 
creaking machinery of govern- 
ment in India might well break 
down, 

It is also true that if Nehru 
were to die (or be killed, which 
is more likely) the heart would 
go out of the new Indian state. 
For since Gandhi's death, Nehru 
has become a symbol, a rallying 
point, a focus for India’s threat- 
ened and precarious unity. This 
may be because, whether or not 
he is an authentic great man, he 
has at least one characteristic 
of greatness—as sensitively as a 
finely regulated barometer records 
the weather, Nehru reflects the 
mood of the Indian people. 

That mood, like Nehru’s, is now 
one of inner conflict, of disillusion.

‘Just Finding Things Out,’ 
Says Vandenberg to 
Question on Europe 
Defense Line. 


By HARVEY HUDSON 

PARIS, Aug. 5 (AP)—American 
and French military chiefs today 
held what they described as satis- 
factory talks on the defense of 
western Europe. 

“I think we see eye to eye,” 
Gen, Hoyt Vandenberg, United 
States Air Force chief of staff, said 
after the officers had talked for 
almost three hours in the French 
War Ministry. Vandenberg said 
no decisions had been made, but 
that the discussions had been 
“very helpful.” 

French leaders had been re- 
ported seeking assurances that 
France won’t be shoved into the 
background in drafting North At- 
lantic treaty defense strategy. 

Asked if the talks get down to 
discussion of how far east to draw 
western Europe’s defense line, 
Vandenberg said, “We were just 
finding things out.” 

He also was asked if the talks 
had concerned France’s desire for 
a top role in the Atlantic Defense 
Council. He replied:

DAKAR, French West Africa. 
MIGHT have known it. After all the trouble

ALSO, I should have brought a—well, I don’t 
know the name for it, but it is a shoe-length cot- 
ton kimono, which is worn over the bed sheet 
pants.

| The one thing I brought along that is of abso- 
lutely no use is a white pith helmet. Pith hel- 
mets are worn strictly by the natives, all of 
whom are descendants of the jungle tribes. 
There must have been a‘time when they couldn’t 
have told the difference between a pith helmet 
and a tom-tom drum, but they wouldn’t be 
caught without one now.

JEAN ISN’T very fashionably dressed here, 
either, because she sticks to the old-fashioned 
custom of wearing only one dress at atime. The 
native women here wear all their dresses, one on 
top of the other, at all times. 

This is to show that their husbands or fathers 
are prosperous and can afford to buy them more 
than one dress. The same goes for their neck- 
laces and bracelets. If a Dakar native woman’s 
house burned down while she was out, she 
wouldn’t lose any personal belongings because 
she would have them all on.

IF YOU are looking for an exotic city to visit, 
you might be wise to come to Dakar. It is a 
desert city, right smack on the ocean. Yet go 
inland 200 miles or so and yeu bump into the 
bush country of Darkest Africa. Walk along the 
etreets and you hear every known language, and 
the dialects of scores of tribes. 

The rhythm of the city of Dakar is in slow- 
motion time. No one hurries at any time, fér any 
reason, It is said that there hasn’t been an ulcer 
or a nervous breakdown in Dakar in all its long 
history. One of the most soothing sights I have 
ever seen is to watch the natives here “work.”

I SAT on the veranda of a European club and 
watched a dozen natives at “work” on a gravel 
pile, which had to be moved. For a good hour 
they walked around it, surveyed it, and jabbered 
at it. Finally, two of them picked up shovels, 
moved one shovelful of gravel each, and then 
threw down their shovels and walked away. The 
remaining 10 apparently considered this a good 
idea, so they walked away, too, and stretched out 
in the shade. My guess is that the gravel will 
get moved sometime in 1951—late 1951, that is. 


They stretched out under a tree that fascinates 
me. It grows here and in Kenya only, It is a 
desert tree, and for nine months of the year it is 
completely bare of leaves. Then, one month be- 
fore the rains start, the tree grows luxuriant 
green leaves. Dakar folks can tell to a day when 
the rains will come by the budding of this tree. 

Enough for today. Dakar’s got me lazy, too.

Clark Gable and showing at LOEW'S STATE 

THEATER, takes quite a cheerful view of 

the Eighter-from-Decatur and Three Bullets 

pastimes. It even makes them exciting and 

entertaining in one of those action melo- 

dramas jammed with assorted characters, in 

which something is doing every minute, some- 

what along the lines of “The Front Page,” or the current 
Broadway success, “Detective Story.” 


Clark, as the owner of a legal gambling house, far from 
the shady or unscrupulous character usually portrayed, is 
just short of being noble. He’s honest. He gives the boys 
a fair shake for their money and will cover any bet. He 
stakes a down-and-out adversary (Lewis Stone) from whom 
he won his first big pot. He risks ruin against a wealthy 
dice player (Frank Morgan) on one throw without batting 
an eyelash. He’s a good family man even though he can’t 
be at home with his wife (Alexis Smith) very much, and 
Manages to dodge such adoring females as Mary Astor and 
Audrey Totter with gentlemanly adroitness. His worthless 
brother-in-law (Wendell Corey) helps some gangsters cheat 
him, but Clark shrugs it off. He saves his casino take from 
robbers, and then virtually gives the joint to his faithful 
followers. He makes his high-falutin’ son ashaméd of being 
ashamed of his dad. And he goes home that night with his 
family still keeping the secret of a bad heart. If all evenings 
at the casino were as turbulent as the one shown, small 
wonder he had a fluttery ticker. 

The melodrama is fairly realistic, lucid and sharp most 
of the way. Only in the holdup scene and the denouement 
does it become false, but you’ve had your fair share of diversion 
by then. 

The B is another one of those snappy Chester Morris 
detectivée-adventure yarns, “BOSTON BLACKIE’S CHINESE 
VENTURE.” 


Royal Scandal 


English film producers seem to be having hard times lately, 
with salary and production cuts, but there’s nothing penurious 
about the British-made historical drama, “SARABAND,” show- 
ing at the SHADY OAK. Matter of fact, it’s so rich and 

dazzling in its depiction of Hanoverian pomp 
and a street carnival, that one wonders where 
they manage to get the money. But it has 
a lot more than Technicolor lushness to 
recommend it. It is a literate and engross- 
ing account of the scandal that shook the 
Hanoverian court in the seventeenth century 
when the unhappy Princess Sophie Dorothea, 
wife of the future King George I of England, became involved 
with the Swedish mercenary solider, Colonel Konigsmark, 
resulting in Konigsmark’s murder and her imprisonment for 
life by the outraged Elector. 

Director Basil Dearden has arranged both his spectacle 
and his intimate dramatic scenes with meticulous thoroughness 
and a style that probes the human elements of the tragic 
affair while still carrying an air of authenticity. The details 
and depiction of the characters seem to be well founded in 
fact—the English movie men seem much more respectful 
of historical truth than do their Hollywood cousins. This 
authority is carried into the acting. Joan Greenwood, a 
young actress of depth and sensitivity, makes a poignant 
Princess. Stewart Granger is a properly dashing and cynical 
Konigsmark, Francoise Rosay, the French actress, and Flora 
Robson are also thoroughly convincing as the Electress Sophia 
and a scheming countess, and Peter Bull is a quite repellent 
and swinish Prince George Louis. 

The affair was a natural for dramatic treatment, and it’s 
been absorbingly done. 
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"LUST FOR GOLD” at the ST. LOUIS is a good illustra- 
tion of the fact that mere violence doesn’t make good drama, 
or even good melodrama, and that cold-blooded murder, avarice 
and treachery served up as raw realism, aren’t gripping unless 

the passions and motivations behind them 
have been sufficiently explored and estab- 
lished. If the dramatic structure hasn’t built 
it up as a horrible or ruthless deed, the act 
of cold-bloodedly shooting a man in the back 
can evoke just as many yawns as pages 
of dull dialogue. You must believe in the 
: characters and be immersed in them before 
you care a hoot’ what they do. 

That's the trouble with “Lust for Gold.” I imagine the 
producers thought they ‘had another “Treasure of Sierra 
Madre.” They’ve given us the most unsavory and unsympa- 
thetic bunch of characters we've seen on the screen in a 
long time, and enough violence for three ordinary Westerns. 
But it doesn't develop any impact. 

The film is woven avout the legend, which seems to 
be credited in Arizona, about a gold horde estimated at 
$20,000,000 buried for a century somewhere in the state’s 
Superstition Mountains, and of the many prospectors who 
died trying to find it. It starts out with a fictitious murder 
mystery involving the grandson of the original “Dutchman,” 
here called Jacob Walz, who briefly uncovered the treasure.

A 
woman running a bakery (Ida Lupino) and her weakling 
husband (Gig Young) conspire to wheedle the secret of the 
gold find out of Glenn, but he traps them on the ledge with the 
treasure and gloats as they succumb to thirst and she stabs 
her husband to death. Glenn’s little problem of whether to 
kill her or not is solved in timely fashion by an earthquake 
which just happens to come along at that moment. Ford 
and Miss Lupino play it well enough, but can’t overcome 
the inadequacies of the script. 

The second feature is “MASSACRE RIVER,” with Guy 
Madison and Rory Calhoun, U. 8. Cavalry and Plains’ Indians 
on the warpath.

“SNOWBOUND,” which comes to the ART THEATER 
tomorrow, is another melodrama about a search for a hidden 
gold horde.

LL of a sudden the cycle of 

film-fan taste takes its sharp- 

est turn and Hollywood, 
though ready and eager, is 
frankly perplexed. Theater pa- 
troms are crying for more and 
more sports movies! 


Less than a year ago, baseball, 
boxing, hockey and football films 
were looked upon as box-office 
poison. Only a few daring stu- 
dios ventured with the athletic 
type of celluloid drama. -And 
then, in almost every instance, 
they were sorry. 

Today, for some unknown rea- 
son (maybe it’s television, the 
Hollywood tycoons whisper to one 
another) folks of every age and 
sex are going strong for outdoor 
dramas in which brawn and skill 
and competitive spirit are the 
main dramatic ingredients.

Why House Insulation. 

NE of the biggest problems of 
() iving in this age of incredible 

and amazing things is which 
incredible and amazing thing you 
really need and which you can get 
along perfectly well without. Now 
we don’t know if house insulation 
is still classified “incredible and 
slightly amazing” but here are a 
few facts about it anyway. 

The entire argument in favor of 
insulation is that it makes a house 
more comfortable in winter and 
summer and saves you a lot of 
money to boot. It makes the house 
more comfortable by slowing down 
the passage of heat through the 
walls and roof. In winter it keeps 
the hot air inside, in summer it 
keeps the hot air outside. 

The saving,in money comes in 
the form of reduced fuel bills. A 
complete insulation job can save 
up to 40 per cent on heating costs. 
That sum over a period of years 
can become quite a stack of pen- 
nies, 

Insulating an unfinished attic is 
not too difficult to do yourself—a 
lot of people have. When it comes 
to the walls, that’s something else 
again. Best bet is to get an in- 
sulating firm to come,over and 
blow the stuff right in. It only 
takes a few days and there is no 
mess to speak of. 


Cottage Cheese Spread 


Ingredients: One cup (one 
eight-ounce container) creamed 
cottage cheese, one tablespoon 
sugar, one. teaspoon firmly packed 
grated lemon rind (rind from 
about one-half lemon), one table- 
spoon lemon juice, two tablespoons 
raisins. 

Method: Put the creamed cot- 
tage cheese in a small mixing 
bowl and add the sugar, lemon 
rind, and lemon juice. Wash the 
raisins in hot water to plump, and 
drain well; cut into thirds with 
kitchen scissors or sharp knife, 
and mix into cheese, Chill before 
serving.

WAS very giad to read in the 
| newspaper that the White 

House, at least so far as its 
outer walls are concerned, will be 
preserved. It would seem very 
sad to give up the shell of a build- 
ing that is so closely associated 
with our history. Now, the nec- 
essary structural changes can be 
made and the walls can be 
strengthened, But it will be pos- 
sible to keep to the same beauti- 
ful proportions and perhaps to 
preserve the pattern of the old 
ceilings and use much of the old 
woodwork. 

When I lived there I always 
used to like to think that some- 
how the souls of the men who had 
struggled in the past for their na- 
tion watched over the inhabitants 
of present days and perhaps even 
gave them help without the indi- 
vidual involved being conscious of 
it. I often have said that old 
houses have a personality gained 
from the characters of the people 
who have lived within their walls. 
I felt very strongly in the White 
House that anyone living there 
must be conscious of the past as 
well as the present: This knowl- 
edge must have an effect upon 
the future. 

Someone said to me the other 
day that the past and the present 
were very unimportant, that what 
really was important was the fu- 
ture. Perhaps that is why it 
seemed important to me to pre- 
serve the White House as far as it 
was possible. Tomorrow must re- 
tain the ideals of simplicity and 
dignity that are impressed on any- 
one who knows the White House 
well. ' 

We are going to have a greater 


appreciation of the value of na- 
tional monuments, and I am par- 
ticularly glad to find that we have 
made another great improvement. 

The Statue of Liberty, which 
means a great deal to a great 
many people who have come to 
this country since it was presented 
by the French school children to 
the United States, had apparently 
been allowed to become surround- 
ed by rubbish and junk and vari- 
ous odd buildings. A congressional 
appropriation of $500,000 was 
granted, and today everything is 
neat and tidy. 

The national park service appar- 
ently has done a good job, judging 
from the picture I saw. I am sure 
that few people who have come 
into our harbor and felt the jov 
of return to this land of the free 
will reget the spending of this 
money to make Bedloe island a 
fitting spot for our statue.

Victim's Parents Can't Get Over Thoughtfulness of U.S. People

CHICAGO, Aug. 5. 

HE story of how a pair of 

British parents severed all 

their homeland ties, sold their 
household furnishings, and came 
to this country as ts in 
order to give their daughter a 
chance to be helped by American 
doctors is reaching its climax here 
at Michael Reese Hospital, where 
5-year-old Janice Dawe is un- 
dergoing treatment for polio. The 
cheerful, brown-eyed, blond, wist- 
ful looking child, who was once 
given only an hour to live, is hop- 
ing to free herself of the steel 
braces she wears, and leading or- 
thopedic doctors, pediatricians, 
and physical therapists are aiding 
in the effort. 

Janice’s adventure began with a 
chance shipboard meeting and its 
outcome is still a matter of 
chance. However, regardless of 
the success of the treatment, her 
young parents, Kenneth and Peg- 
sy Dawe, feel their move to 
America is already a success, 80 
heartwarming and generous has 
their reception been. Every day, 
letters arrive from all over the 
country, and Janice has learned 
that the fact that she is a stranger 
to them does not prevent Ameri- 
cans from writing notes of encour- 
agement. 

The Dawe family has been in- 
troduced to one American phe- 
nomenon after another. They had 
been told housing would be diffi- 
cult in an urban area such as 
Chicago, yet, as is always the case 
when the plight of a family is 
publicized, offers of living quar- 
ters poured in. At one time they 
had nearly a score of places to 
choose from, some rent-free. They 
finally selected the one nearest 
the hospital. 

Also, Dawe is a map draftsman. 
Within two days after his arrival 
in Chicago he had several em- 
ployment opportunities in his 
trade offered him, though he had 
expected to have to work at some- 
thing else. But the slightly be- 
wildered family received the big- 
gest surprise on the fourth day 
after their arrival. Dawe ap- 
peared briefly on a radio program 
to recite how he and his wife 
brought their stricken child to this 
country, and was promptly re- 
warded with pots and pans, china- 
ware, clothing, and a television 
set. No wonder they nod their 
heads as Janice, in a precise, 
grown-up voice, says, “I like 
America. I think I like it better 
than England.” 

“Just say we are overwhelmed, 
just overwhelmed,” repeats Mrs. 
Dawe. “We’re going to apply for 
citizenship papers as soon as we 
can,” her husbands adds, 

The American dream for the 
Dawe family began in the summer 
of 1947 when Janice’s uncle, Her- 
bert Dore, a member of the crew 
aboard the liner America, met the 
ship’s nurse, Miss Alice Griffin. 
Miss Griffin, formerly employed 
in the Chicago health department, 
was at one time a patient of Dr. 
Philip Lewin, widely known or- 
thopedic surgeon of Chicago. Dore 
explained to Miss Griffin that his 
niece had been stricken with in- 
fantile paralysis’ a few months 
before, in Southampton, England, 
There had been a polio epidemic 
there, and Janice, one of the most 
serious cases to survive, was left 
paralyzed from .the neck down, 
She still has only the use of her 
arms and can move her left leg 
slightly. 

“The doctors at the hospital we 
took hér to the day she was taken 
ill said she had but one hour to 
live,” says Mrs. Dawe. “They put 
her in an iron lung and she man- 
aged to’ survive that hour and 
many others, thank God. We feel 
now that since Janice is a very 
good talker she sort of managed to 
talk herself alive.” 

Nurse Griffin became interested 
in Janice and went to visit the 
Dawe home in Southampton. A 
few weeks later in the summer of 
1947 on a trip from America to

Europe, she learned that Dr. Lewin 
was a passenger and asked if he 
would help Janice. 

“I recommended that the family 
get in touch with the distinguished 
British orthopedic surgeon, Prof.

Lewin says. “I did not hear of 
Janice again until several weeks 
ago when Miss Griffin called me 
from New York to tel] me the fam- 
ily wanted to visit Chicago for 
treatment. I informed Miss Grif- 
fin I would do all I could if they 
visited Chicago but she and the 
family should not expect miracles.”

ETWEEN the shipboard 

meeting and the _ telephone 

conversation, the Dawes had 
tried everything they could in 
their home town for Janice’s re- 
covery, but says Dawe, “The Brit- 
ish doctors told us they had done 
everything they could but it was 
their opinion that she could not 
be helped any more.” 

When the Dawes, encouraged by 
Miss Griffin, planned a visit to 
America, their doctors told them 
they could not recommend that 
they be allowed the money neces- 
sary under currency exchange 
regulations for tHe trip.

TREATMENT FOR POLIO. 


POLIO : 

HAT about “polio”? Shotild 

W i be pronounced “polly- 
oh” or “poe-lee-oh”? 

Let’s take a word’s-eye view 
of polio and see what conclu- 
sion we may arrive at. 

Polio became a popular word 
a few years ago as a short 
way of saying the rather for- 
midable medical term poliomy- 
elitis, “inflammation of the 
gray substance of the spinal 
‘| cord,” also called infantile pa- 
ralysis, but not as frequently 
as heretofore. 

Now poliomyelitis is pro- 
nounced: POLL-ee-oh-MY—uh- 
LY’tiss, the first syllable rhym- 
ing with “doll.” It is derived 
from the Greek polios, “gray,” 
plus myelos, “marrow,” plus 
-itis, “inflammatory disease of.” 
But polomyelitis is such a jaw- 
breaker that, when it began to 
replace the term infantile pa- 
ralysis, it was quite natural to 
shorten the seven-syllable pol- 
i-o-my-e-li-tis to polio, which is 
now the customary term 
among medical people and lay- 
men alike. But you may not 
find it in your dictionary. 


Pronunciation of Polio 
By Frank Colby 


When polio became the popu- 


lar word, I recommended the 
pronunciation “polly-oh,” be- 
cause of the correct short “o” 
sound in the first syllable of 
poliomyelitis. But, doubtless be- 
cause of the resemblance of 
polio to folio, most Americans 
preferred to say “poe-lee-oh,” 
which today is the standard 
pronunciation, and already has 
dictionary sanction. 

So here’s a paste-in item for 
your dictionary: 

Po-li-o, a short form of polio- 
myelitis, “inflammation of the 
gray substance of the spinal 
eord.” Pronunciation: POE- 
lee-oh. 

Since the purpose of this col- 
umn is to report good usage, 
and not to attempt to make ar- 
bitrary rules, the desire for ac- 
curacy impels me to report that 
“poe-lee-oh” not only prevails 
among the people but also is 
the only pronunciation listed 
for polio in the American Col- 
lege dictionary by Random 
House, Dorland’s Medical Dic- 
tionary, Funk and Wagnall’s 
New College Standard and 
Webster’s New Collegiate, 1949 
edition. Polio is not listed in 
other dictionaries.

We have a number of first 
class hospitals with poliomyelitis 
units where everything is done as 
effectively as it is there. Here, 
there is no question of payment, 
Here anyone suffering from infan- 
tile paralysis can obtain the finest 
treatment free under the national 
health scheme.”

MBARRASSED and a bit 
alarmed at the prospect of an 
international medical dispute, 
the hospital and Dr, Lewin re- 
plied that they had done nothing 
to cast reflection on the English 
medical profession. Said Dr. Lew-~- 
in: “I would like to emphasize 
that I never saw my patient, 
Janicé; until she arrived in Chi.

South was certainly optimistic 
when he went to the grand slam, 
but so was East, incidentally, 
when he pushed the enemy there! 

The double of the slam demand- 
ed an opening other than in the 
suit bid by East, and so West 
mentally tossed a coin and led a 
diamond. (He hoped, of course, 
that he would find his partner 
void!) This lead was ducked in 
dummy and declarer ruffed. The 
heart king was cashed and a heart 
led to the ace, then the three top 
diamonds were cashed, South dis- 
carding one spade and two clubs. 
South now led a heart to the 
queen, and West discarded the 
spade deuce. 

When South continued to run 
his trumps, West promptly let go 
the spade four, and then discarded 
diamonds. East, however, found 
himself in trouble! When all 
hands were reduced to three cards, 
East had no idea whether to hold 
two spades and one club, or two 
clubs and one spade. He guessei 
wrong, and South cashed the ace 
and seven of spades to round out 


the contract. 


East did not have to count any- 
thing except one suit! He should 
have realized clearly that his part- 
ner, who had discarded , two 
spades, would not have held on to 
another low spade! Therefore, 
South had started with three 
spades and still had ace-small.

Place about three-fourth cup 


cold 50 percent sugar syrup* in 
each pint moisture vapor resis- 
tant carton. Use a stainless steel 
paring knife and peel peaches 
thinly. We don’t recommend dip- 
ping peaches in boiling water to 
loosen skins, As goon as each 
peach is peeled, slice immediately, 
dropping slices directly into syrup 
in carton, 

Put a wad of locker paper in 
top to make a tight pack and hold 
fruit under syrup. Seal and 


‘|freeze at once. Ascorbic acid ad- 


ded to syrup also helps prevent 
darkening. (Ascorbic acid is used 
by dissolving three teaspoons of 


ne 


the ascorbic acid powder or 
twelve 100 rag. tablets in a gallon 
of syrup—three fourths teaspoon 
in a quart—and stirring to mix 
thoroughly. Ascorbic acid is vi- 
tamin C and is beneficial nutri- 
tionally. It may be bought from 
the druggist.) 


Note: Frozen peaches should al- 


ways be held at a temperature be- |; 


low 0 F. for a good quality pro- 
duct. One half bushel peaches 
(24 Ib. makes 16 to 17 quarts 
frozen). 

*One quart water blended with 
two Ib. one oz. of sugar yields 
one and two-thirds quarts syrup.
